The Dennis Brutus Papers collection includes two separate 
collections: Materials created or collected by Dennis Brutus 
during his life and selected by him and donated to Worcester 
State University (hereafter referred to as Brutus |); and materials 
created or collected by Brutus during his tenure as a professor at 
the University of Pittsburgh and transferred to Worcester State 
University after his death (hereafter referred to as Brutus Il). 
Brutus | materials were donated in batches by Brutus to 
Worcester State University’s Center for the Study of Human 
Rights (CSHR) beginning in 1982 as a result of his friendship with 
Dr. Merrill Goldwyn and WSU’s advocacy during Brutus’ 
immigration problems in the early 1980s . These materials 
remained in the custody of the CHSR until they were transferred 
to Worcester State University (WSU) Archives in 2015. Some 
additional materials were retrieved from the CSHR office in 
2018. Brutus II materials were gathered by staff of the University 
of Pittsburgh Archives Service Center sometime after Brutus’ 
retirement in 1999. In 2014, the collection was acquired by the 
CSHR and then transferred to the WSU Archives and Special 
Collections. 


In 2015-2016, the Brutus II materials were processed under a 
grant from the Worcester State University Strategic Planning 
Implementation Fund (SPIF) committee. Processing was carried 
out by Project Archivist Bridgette A. Woodall with the assistance 
of Breanna Barney, Elizabeth Boutilette, and Linda Hixon in 
2015-2016. Additional assistance was provided by Erika 
Briesacher, Assistant Professor of History and Political Science, 
WSU independent study student, Yolanda Sullivan, and 
volunteer, Zach Washburn. Woodall created an organizational 
schema compliant with Describing Archives; a Content Standard 
(DACS) and supervised processing which included gathering and 
organizing materials; removing clips and other fasteners; 
creating preservation photocopies of extremely fragile items; 
and placing all materials into archival folders and boxes. Work

was suspended in 2016 when the grant ended. In 2018, 
processing was completed by Ross Griffiths, Archivist. 


The multiple donations comprising the Brutus | collection had 
been organized and inventoried by WSU students and staff prior 
to 2015. This initial processing was carried out under the 
supervision of CSHR affiliates and included an item-level 
inventory and some physical organization around subject 
themes. In 2018-2019 these materials were reprocessed 
according to schema used for the Brutus II materials. Processing 
included removing clips, organizing materials, and placing them 
into archival folders and boxes. Processing work was carried out 
by Graduate Assistant Ally Houlihan under the supervision of 
Archivist, Ross Griffiths. In spring 2020, additional Worcester 
State University materials were discovered in the Center for the 
Study of Human Rights office and added to the Organizations 
and Periodicals series. 


The original order of both collections was largely absent as they 
had been reorganized as they passed through multiple hands 
during the course of their history. Both collections contained 
some items clipped together or grouped in file folders marked 
with Brutus’ handwriting. When feasible, these groupings were 
preserved within the current organization. Both also contain a 
large volume of photocopies of unknown origin. During 
processing, photocopies with annotations in Brutus’ hand were 
retained, while other photocopies were discarded if original 
documents were present. Throughout both collections is 
evidence of Brutus’ habit of writing notes or poetry on reused 
documents or scraps of paper. Whenever possible, Brutus’ 
poetry and writing is prioritized and placed in the appropriate 
series, but items housed within other series may contain 
writings undiscovered during processing. 


A small selection (.5 linear feet) consisting of severely 
deteriorated or unreadable papers are not included in either 
collection. Future processing efforts will include reformatting 
these items as well as obsolete formats such as floppy disks and 
VHS tapes. 


Dennis Vincent Fredrick Brutus (pseudonym, John Bruin), son of 
South African parents Francis Henry and Margaret Winifred 
(Bloemetjie) Brutus, was born in Harare, Zimbabwe (formerly 
Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia) on November 8, 1924. At age 
four, Brutus and his family returned to South Africa and settled 
in Port Elizabeth. One of four children, Brutus had three sisters: 
Wilfred, Helena, and Dolly. On May 14, 1950, Brutus married 
May Jaggers in South Africa; they had eight children: Jacinta, 


Marc, Julian, Anthony, Justina, Cornelia, Gregory, and Paula (the 
only child not born in South Africa). Under South Africa’s 
apartheid government, Brutus was classified as “coloured;” as a 
non-native and a couloured man, Brutus was afforded few legal 
rights. Fueled by his experience of segregation and racism, 
Brutus became a leader in the fight against Apartheid and was 
an outspoken voice in the movement to have South Africa 
banned from the Olympic Games. Due to his anti-apartheid 
activities throughout the 1950s, Brutus was banned from 
teaching, writing, publishing, attending political meetings, 
publicly socializing with more than two individuals, and pursuing 
his legal studies in South Africa. Refusing to abide by the ban, 
Brutus was arrested in 1963 and sentenced to an 
eighteen-month jail term. Fleeing into Mozambique, Brutus was 
subsequently arrested and returned to South African 
authorities. Attempting a second escape, Brutus was shot in the 
back and remanded to sixteen months on Robben Island where 
he shared a cell next to South African revolutionary Nelson 
Mandela (1918-2013). During his imprisonment, news of South 
Africa’s suspension from the 1964 Olympic Games in Tokyo, 
Japan was announced; until 1992, South Africa was officially 
expelled from the Olympic Games, due in part to continuous 
pressure brought by Brutus on the International Olympic 
Committee. Following his release from Robben Island, Brutus 
fled to England and later the United States where he was 
granted asylum as a political refugee in 1983. In 1990, Brutus 
was reinstated as a South African citizen and died on December 
26, 2009, in Cape Town at the age of eighty-five.

SCOPE AND CONTENT 
The Dennis Brutus papers broadly document Brutus’ personal 
and professional activities during the latter half of his life. As an 
activist, scholar, and poet of international acclaim, his 
documented activities included creative pursuits such as poetry, 
writing and participation in arts-related events; research 
scholarship, and teaching largely in African and 
African-American studies and literature; and involvement with 
activist or scholarly committees and organizations; and political 
activism in a wide array of areas including the anti-Apartheid 
movement, and social and economic justice causes. Brutus’ 
political interests are reflected in the large volume of reference 
materials and periodicals documenting political and social issues 
from Africa and the United States during the 1970s-1990s. His 
many professional and personal relationships can be seen in the 
correspondence and organization series including 
correspondence with prominent figures from the arts and 
politics.

This collection is arranged in 16 series. Materials are arranged 
within each series alphabetically by record type or name; and 
then chronologically. Materials without clear dates are indicated 
by the abbreviation “n.d.”. Three series are described as 
“Subject files” and are arranged by topic. Materials from Brutus’ 
donations to WSU (Brutus |) are indicated by the prefix “W” on 
all box and folder numbers. All other materials comprise Brutus’ 
University of Pittsburgh Papers (Brutus II). Closed records 
include selected legal documents, personal and professional 
correspondence, mailing lists, and student work. All of these are 
closed for 75 years from the date of creation. 


Biographical personal, and related, 1947-2010, n.d. 

Contains autobiographical and biographical material including 
address books; appointment books and planners; awards and 
honors; business and membership cards; correspondences; 
curriculum vitae and resumes; family papers; interview material; 
itineraries; personalized stationery; photographs; press releases; 
and speeches. Calendars and appointment books highlight 
Brutus’ active appointment schedule and reflect his avid 
note-taking, poetry writing, and private thoughts. Also 
contained are the names and contact information of family, 
friends, colleagues, and acquaintances. The articles and 
clippings contain information on or about Brutus. Among the 
awards are proclamations, certificates, and citations reflecting 
civic and leadership roles and various memberships. The 
speeches are a mix of introductions, honor addresses, and 
personal acceptance speeches, which include Brutus as the 
recipient of the Paul Robeson Award and the Sean MacBride 
Award. The series is arranged alphabetically by record type, 
then by topic (as applicable), and then chronologically. 


Colleges and universities, 1974-2011, n.d. 

Contains awards, correspondence; course materials by Brutus 
and others; documents related to events and programs; 
information and promotional literature; and records of 
organizations in U.S. and International Colleges and Universities. 
Correspondence details Brutus’ international reach as a scholar 
and activist, and provides insight into his relationships with 
colleagues and his activities with various programs, events, and 
organizations around the globe.

Contains correspondence; course materials by Brutus and 
others; departmental information, documents related to events 
and programs and records of organizations. The bulk of records 
detail Brutus’ scholarship and service as a faculty member. Of 
note is organization information that details Brutus’ work with 
Afrinet, Program on African Writing in Africa and the Diaspora 
(PAWAD), and The Union of the Writers of the African Peoples 
(UWAP). Some conferences, symposia, and events are included 
in this series. 


Conferences and symposia, 1968-2005, n.d. 

Contains agendas; announcements; brochures, fliers, and 
posters; budget reports and expense sheets; correspondence; 
event calendars; itineraries; lists of attendees and speakers; 
minutes; newsletters; notes; outlines; paper proposals and 
conference papers; participant biographies; planning material; 
press releases; proceeding reports; program guides and 
booklets; schedules; and related material. The majority of the 
conference material is focused on the African Literature 
Association (ALA), with particular emphasis on the organization’s 
thirteenth annual meeting. Conference correspondence, noted 
under the heading “Other conferences,” may or may not relate 
to the named conferences within the subseries. Notes, and 
correspondence written by Brutus may be found throughout the 
series. Some conferences and symposia are also included in 
series Ill. 


Correspondence, 1971-2008, n.d. 

Contains personal and professional correspondence in various 
formats including cards and postcards, letters, and printed-out 
electronic communications. Included is Brutus’ correspondence 
with family members, notes and letters related to scholarly or 
literary events, and extensive listserv messages in which Brutus 
was involved. Series is organized alphabetically by record type 
with printed electronic messages organized by listserv name 
when possible. Selected personal and professional 
correspondence is closed for 75 years from the date of creation 
as indicated. 


Events, 1955-2008, n.d. 

Contains fliers, postcards, promotional materials, and related 
items that document events in which Brutus participated or in 
subjects of interest to him. Included are art, poetry, and 
film/theater events, sporting events, programs related to human 
rights and social justice issues, forums, lectures, workshops, and 
protests. The collection details Brutus’ interests as a scholar and 
activist as well as the larger landscape of art and social issues in 
the 1970s, 80s and 90s.

Legal and financial, 1978-1997, n.d. 

Series includes correspondence, financial statements, tax forms, 
and legal documents related to Brutus’ professional and 
personal affairs as well as his immigration issues. Included are 
heavily redacted copies of his FBI files. 


Organizations, 1966-2008, n.d. 

Series includes administrative materials, correspondence, press 
materials, promotional literature, and scholarly works related to 
organizations in which Brutus was a founder or a member as 
well as those dedicated to issues in which he was interested. 
Included are documents related to Brutus’ involvement with the 
South African Council of Sport (SACOS), the South African 
Non-racial Olympic Committee (SAN-ROC) as well as his work 
with Amnesty International, and various Anti-Apartheid 
organizations. There are connections to Series III including some 
materials related to scholarly organizations such as PAWAD as 
well as some Pittsburgh-centered organizations. 


Papers, 1967-2008, n.d. 

Series includes papers written by others on a wide variety of 
topics including African countries, Brutus in prison, and African 
literature and art. Included are also student papers turned in as 
part of courses taught by Brutus and often graded or annotated 
by Brutus. 


Poetry, 1963-2010, n.d. 

Series includes poetry by Brutus and others including original 
and photocopied manuscripts, printed materials, and both 
published and unpublished works. The bulk of Brutus’ poems 
are organized by date. 


Publishers speeches, and writings, 1961-2010, n.d. 

Series includes materials related to various publishers with 
which Brutus worked including correspondence, promotional 
materials, and licensing. Included also are speeches and writings 
by Brutus and extensive files of Brutus’ notes. 


Subject Files: clippings, 1968-2010, n.d. 

Series includes clippings collected by Brutus related to topics of 
interest including political and social issues as well as art, 
literature, and poetry. 


Subject Files: periodicals, 1966-2003, n.d. 

Series includes Brutus’ extensive library of periodicals that 
encompasses a wide array of social justice, art, and current 
events-related topics. Included are dissident publications from 


Apartheid-era South Africa and Southern African countries, 
newsletters published by activist organizations, and local or 
regional newspapers. Materials are organized alphabetically by 
title when two or more volumes are represented and, for one 
title only, alphabetically from A-Z. 


Series XIV Subject Files: prominent people, 1976-2012, n.d. 
Series includes articles; biographical information; clippings, 
correspondence; scholarly works; and other information about 
people prominently represented in the Brutus collection or 
prominent in literature or politics. Of note are scholarly works by 
African and American poets and writers; correspondence with 
poet Lamont Steptoe; biographical information about political 
activists including South African political prisoners; and with 
close colleagues of Brutus’. 


Series XV Subject Files: reference, 1858-2008, n.d. 
Series consists of reference materials Brutus collected as part of 
his scholarship and writing and includes clippings; fliers; 
newsletters; and scholarly works related largely to African and 
African-American subjects such as literature and criticism, 
geography, politics, and issues of divestment from Apartheid-era 
South Africa. Included are bibliographies Brutus assembled on 
various topics. 


Series XVI Subject Files: travel, 1976-2005, n.d. 
Series consists of brochures, promotional fliers, and related 
ephemera documenting Brutus’ travels in Europe, Russia, the UK 
and the United States.
